COSTS OF MILK PRODUCTION 


(From the New York State College of 
Agriculture, at Cornell.) 


That at least one-eighth of the 
dairy herds in the state may return 
as annual net loss to their owners, is 
indicated in a bulletin just published 
by the Cornell University agricultur- 
al experiment station. 

The study upon which the figures 
are based was carried on in Jefferson 
county in response to a general de- 
mand for information on the cost of 
producing milk. Year-long records 
were obtained for 53 dairy herds in 
the county, which is considered to 
have more favorable conditions than 
the average of counties in which the 
dairy industry is important. 

Facts were gathered about the 
quantity and value of milk and but- 
ter-fat produced, the costs of feed 
and equipment, the profit or losses, 
and various other items. While 7 of 
the 53 herd were kept at an aggregate 
loss of More than $1300 or an aver- 
age loss of $190 apiece, the average 
profit on all herds was 31 cents on the 
hundred pounds of milk; and the av- 
erage net profit on each cow in a year 
was $20.39. These figures indicate 
that the farmer may make, under fav- 
orable conditions, a little less than 
two-thirds of a cent on a quart of 
milk. 

Cows Above Average 

The bulletin states, however, that 
most of the cows studied were above 
the average in production, which re- 
sulted in an economy of production; 
further that the food costs were not 
much more than half of what they 
would be in some less favored parts 
of the state, and that other costs were 
from twenty to forty per cent less 
than they might be elsewhere. 

Some “Lady Boarders” 

The principal cause of loss in 
dairying is the keeping of cows which 
do not pay for the food they eat; they 
have come to be known as “lady 





boarders” and serve their most profit- 
able use, according to the dairy ex. 
perts, when converted into meat and 
hides. 

The one way to insure their elimi- 
nation from the herd, the bulletin 
says, is to determine the yield of 
each cow by weight of milk, and by 
the use of the Babeock test for the 
butter-fat content. The formation 
of cow-testing associations is urged 
upon dairy farmers, and details of 
their organization and purposes are 
given. It is announced that copies 
of this bulletin, number 357 in the 
Cornell experiment station series, en- 
titled “The Cost of Milk Production” 
may be secured free on request by 
residents of New York.

ALFALFA EXPERT SPEAKS 

“The Middle. West farmer should 
harrow his alfalfa field,” says Joe 
Wing, America’s great alfalfa en- 
thusiast and authority. For imme- 
diate results this had best be done at 
once, after the first and second cut- 
tings are removed. The safest and 
best all-around tool to use is the spec- 
ial alfalfa spring-tooth harrow. The 
teeth on this harrow are narrow and 
will tear out weeds, but will slip 
around and over the strong alfalfa 
roots without injuring them. The 
ordinary spring tooth, or spike har- 
rows may be used, though they will 
not do nearly as good work. Some 
farmers have gotten good results by 
using the disk, but with this tool 
there is great danger of splitting the 
crowns of the. plants. 

Mr. Wing also advocates top dress- 
ing: the alfalfa with a suitable fer- 
tilizer. If this is applied before har- 
rowing, the fertilizer will be well 
mixed through the soil. Mr. Wing 
farther says, “On Woodland Farm, 
we own a wide and large fertilizer 
distributor. This machine sows a 
strip eight feed wide, and the box 
holds 1,000 pounds. It simply sows 
the stuff broadcast on the surface. 
With these large, wide sowing ma- 
chines a man can rapidly get over 
his field. No one should hesitate to 
buy the fertilizer, since a dollar so

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WHAT MAY BE EXPECTED OF 
OLDER COWS FROM THE 
RECORD AS HEIFERS 
In the New Zealand Journal of 
Agriculture, W. M. Singleton goes 
into the subject of the progression 
in butter-fat production from the 
heifer with her first calf to the best 
production of the mature cow.

“The comparison between records 
of two-year-old heifers and those of 
animals of greater age is a matter of 
which many dairymen may have little 
or no data.

These results will 
vary considerably from individuals, 
and, unless large numbers of animals 
are included, figures may be some- 
what misleading.

and save her for more favorable 
weather conditions. Hence a quali- 
fication record was made between 
July 17th and 24th when she was 
milked only 3 times daily. She pro- 
duced in this test 418.2 lbs. milk con- 
taining 17.16 lbs. butter, and was 
continued throughout the year on 
semi-official work. 


To show how uniform was her pro- 
duction on Jan. 22, 1914—nearly 7 
months after calving she was egain 
run officially for 7 days and produced 
418.0 lbs. milk containing 15.56 lbs. 
of butter. Beginning her twelfth 
month she was still producing over 
50 lbs. of milk daily and closed her 
year with — 20,713.6 lbs. milk and 
754.1 lbs. butter to her credit, O. A.

This record as three-year-olds repre- 
sents an increase of 25 per cent on 
the first season’s record. As a rule, 
heifers as two-year-olds are not 
brought into profit as early as is the 
case with older animals, and the 
number of days these were in milk 
for the two seasons indicates that 
owners followed the practice on this 
occasion. When testing pure-bred 
stock the two-year-old record is 
expected to more closely approximate 
the three-year-old results. With this 
class of stock the three-year-old rec- 
ord is expected to produce about 15 
per cent. more than the heifer start- 
ing a year earlier. 

“Ninety-six three-year-olds were 
entered by certain members in the 
association and were tested two 
years. As three-year-olds their rec- 
ords credited them with an average 
yield of 186 pounds of butter-fat. 
The following season, as. four-year- 
olds, the ninety-six averaged 213 
pounds of butter-fat, or an increase 
of 14 per cent. This increase com- 
pares very well with that required of 
pure-bred stock in New Zealand of 
similar ages, a four-year-old pure- 
bred being required to give 13.2 per 
cent. more than a three-year-old. 


“Eighty-five four-year-olds the first 
season in test averaged 200 pounds 
of butter-fat. The following season 
these averaged 216 pounds of butter- 
fat, or an increase of 8 per cent. 
They would be considered mature 
cows during the second season, and 
little further increase, if any, may be 
reasonably expected. These compar- 
ative percentages would have been 
more satisfactory, possibly, could we

have followed the same individuals 
through the four lactation periods. 
Using the perventage of increase 
from year to year as indicated by 
these figures—namely, 25, 14 and 8, 
respectively—a heifer finishing her 
first lactation period as a two-year- 
old with 160 pounds of butter-fat 
might be expected to yield 200 
pounds as a_ three-year-old, 228 
pounds as a four-year-old, and 246 
pounds as a five-year-old or mature 
cow. For convenient calculation and 
to suggest a method more practicable 
for the average dairyman, these per- 
centages of increase for the last two 
seasons may be slightly modified. If 
instead of using 25, ’4 and 8 as the 
respective percentages we _ use 25, 
12% and 6%, the results will be 
only slightly affected, and the esti- 
mated yields would be 160 pounds at 
two years old, 200 pounds at three 
years, 225 pounds at four years, and 
240 pounds at five years or maturity. 


“Accepting these last-named figures 
as a relative proportion approximate- 
ly correct and sufficiently accurate 
for the purpose of calculating the es- 
timated yield, the dairymen should 
proceed as follows: To a two-year-old 
record add one-half as the estimated 
yield at maturity, which would in- 
crease the 160 pounds two-year rec- 
ord to 240 pounds at maturity; to a 
three-year-old record add one-fifth, 
which would increase the 200 pounds 
three-year record to 240 pounds at 
maturity; and to the four-year-old 
record add one-sixteenth, which would 
increase the 225 pounds four-year-old 
record also to 240 pounds as the es- 
timated mature record. 


“This system of estimation will 
probably prove as simple and as accu- 
rate as any for the dairyman engaged 





in average practical work. It is not 
suggested that there will not be many 
exceptions, but, according to the law 
of averages, these figures should give 
fairly good expectations of average 
results.”—The National Farmer and 
Stock Grower.

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INFORMATION CONCERNING 
OFFICIAL TESTING OF 
DAIRY CATTLE

Official tests have become almost 
a necessity to breeders of pure-bred 
dairy cattle in order that they may 
dispose of their stock at the highest 
prices. The cow having an official 
record, or the calf with official records

tack of it, invariably brings a higher 
price than a similar animal without 
such backing. 

The main object of official testing 
is to enable the dairyman to select 
his breeding stock intelligently. The 
man who is buying good breeding 
stock today wants production behind 
it and is willing to pay for it. — 

The official test makes.it possible 
for a dairyman to demonstrate the 


merit of his herd to the public. There ° 
{is no quicker or surer-‘method of build- 
‘}ing up a desirable; reputation ‘for a 


herd than by making official records. | 


An official test’ is accepted by the ~ 
‘. [public without question, whereas a 
private. testis always subject to criti; . 


tism.. The fact that a test is not of 
much value unless it is accurately 
made explains the importance of hav- 
ing the test conducted by a competent 
official tester. 

The different breed associations 
have requested the University Dairy 
Department to supervise such tests 
and vouch for their accuracy. 

The requirements for entry to the 
advanced register of the different 
breed associations are as follows: 


the Advanced Registers of Breed 


Associations, 1915. 
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Note: The yearly requirements for 
the Holstein breed are the same as 
for the Jersey and Guernsey breeds. 
In order to be eligible for a year’s 
test, however, a Holstein must first be 
admitted to the advanced register 
with a seven-day test. 

Before the test is started the cow 
should be registered in the herd book 
of the association, or application for 
such registry made. 

Application for a man to make 
official tests should be made to the 
different jbreed assbciations, which 
in turn will notify this department 
to send a tester. In order to facil- 
itate matters, it is well for the owner 
to notify the Dairy Department at 


the same time that he notifies the |

breed association. 
ble, notice should be given at least 


two weeks in advance of the time the | 


test is to start so that a competent 
man can be obtained to do the test- 
ing. 

The owner is expected to furnish 
transportation between the railway 
station and his farm, and ta provide 


board and lodging to the tester dur- , 
The tester is not al-| 


ing his stay. 
lowed to do any work for the owner 
that will in any way delay or inter- 
fere with his official testing work. 

The expense in making an official 
test is as follows: 

1. Necessary traveling expenses 
for the official tester. 

2. Two and one-half dollars per 
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day for the official tester’s time. The 
tester’s time begins when he starts 
for the owner’s farm and ends after 
he has had sufficient time to make 
tests of the last milking and fill out 
the necessary reports. 

3. <A fixed charge of twenty-five 
cents for each two-day report issued, 
and one dollar for each seven-day 
report, and one and one-half dollars 
for each thirty-day report is made to 
help defray the expense of clerical 
work and supervision. 

4, Notary’s fees, express or post- 
age on composite samples, and neces- 
sary telephone or telegraph bills oc- 
casioned by the test. 

At the completion of the test the 
official tester renders a bill to the Un- 
iversity Dairy Department then sends 
the tester’s account, along with an 
itemized statement of any other 
charges in connection with the test, 
to the owner. The owner makes pay- 
| ment direct to the University Dairy 
Department and the tester is paid by 
the Dairy Department. The reports 
of the test will be retained by the 
Dairy Department until the owner 
has made payment. 

The official tester is not allowed in 
any case to have more than the fol- 
lowing number of cows under test at 
one time: Six cows milked four times 
daily, eight cows milked three times 
daily, or fifteen cows milked two 
times daily. 











The University Dairy Department | 
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reserves the right to make public 
any and all results secured while con- 
ducting tests. 

Every solid color Jersey cow on a 
year’s test must bear a hoof brand on 
the outside of the right hind foot. 
This brand will be provided by the 
official tester.

WHICH IS THE MOST USEFUL 

WOOD? 

You May Not Appreciate Fully the 
Importance of an Old Friend. 

There are about seventy-five woods 
that grow in the United States in 
quantities sufficient to give them im- 
portance in building and manufac- 
ture, and that are made into lumber 
for that purpose. In the event that 
some of these varieties should become 
extinct—the available supply should 
be entirely consumed—sometime in the 
remote future, which of the seventy- 
five do you think, humanity could 
least conveniently do without? Which 
is the most useful wood we have— 
which serves the greatest number of 
persons for the widest variety of 
uses? 

Few persons could answer that 
question in an off-hand guess. Many 
would say Oak, because it is proverb- 
ially strong and dependable, and 
serves a great number of needs in

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building and manufacture, as well as 
having an established reputation for 
excellence as fuel. Some might men- 
tion hickory, or walnut, or ash, or 
fir, or redwood, or elm, or birch, or 
cypress,—all have many uses and all 
are consumed in enormous quantities. 
But none of those is the wood in 
question. 

The most useful wood that grows 
in America is Southern Yellow Pine, 
“The wood of a thousand uses.” Not 
only is Southern Pine adapted to a 
greater variety of uses in building 


and manufacture than almost any|, 


other wood, but its by-products, aside 
from the most important purpose of 
making lumber, are remarkably varied 
in their nature and application. So 


intimately is yellow pine and its}, 


products associated with the daily life 
of humanity that very few persons 
have any idea of the many ways in 
which it serves us. In city or coun- 
try, day and night, whatever our oc- 
cupation or condition in life, South- 
ern Yellow Pine is contributing some- 
thing to our well-being, literally 
“from the cradle to the grave.” 
Ordinary household and commer- 
cial uses of yellow pine we are famil- 
iar with—its use in furniture, house 
building, farm construction, imple- 
ment manufacture and repair, bridge 
building, street paving, cars and other 
vehicles in which we ride. Many of 
us know that it is among the most 
important of woods used in ship- 
building, for ties and trestles in rail- 
road building, and that it is extensive- 
ly employed in the making of equip- 
ment of our play-outing goods and 
musical instruments. It even sup- 
plies wooden limbs to replace those we 
may lose in the vicissitudes of this 
life, and wooden caskets in which to 
bury us when we depart finally. But 
in addition to these more or less well 
known uses it has many others which 
you probably never would suspect. 
For instance the paper on which this 
is printed may be made of Southern 
Yellow Pine—much of it goes for that 
purpose. The carpet your feet rest 
on may be Southern Yellow Pine— 
southern pine needles undergo a pro- 
cess that transforms them into ‘a 
fabric extensively used in coarse 
weaving and in upholstery. If you 
scent a disinfectant in the air it 
probably is one of several extracts 
from southern pine. If you catch a 
cold, rub your chest with turpentine 
(a yellow Pine product) and lard, 
and swallow a little pine tar syrup 
(another yellow pine product). 
Among the by-products of the 
Southern Yellow Pine forests are 
pine tar, pine oil, pitch, charcoal, tur- 
pentine, rosin, excelsior, paper, pine 
wool (used in weaving fabrics), pyro- 
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ligneous acid, terpinol, and an extract 
or distillate of the wood used in the 
manufacture of synthetic campher. 
Pine oil is much used in the’manufac- 
ture of varnishes and eventually may 
supplant linseed oil for use in paint.

In normal years about 200,000,000 
pounds of binder twine are required 
for harvesting the grain, corn, and 
flax crops of the United States. From 
two-thirds to three-fourths of this is 
made from henequin sisal fibre, prac- 
tically all of which is produced in 
Yucatan and exported from Progreso, 
Mexico. This year the demand for 
twine is certain to be greater than 
ever. Last year’s wheat crop was 
the largest the country has ever pro- 
duced; this year’s is expected to be 
still larger. Nine hundred million 
bushels is the estimate if normal con- 
ditions prevail from now to harvest. 
It is probable that the production of 
the other grains, especially of oats, 
will also be increased and the other 
crops, the sorghums: and corn, will 
be at least the equal of normal years.

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METHOD OF KEFPING FARM 
RECORDS 

By this method two books are neces- 
sary. Both may be the ordinary book- 
keepers’ journal, usual size 8 x 12 
inches, 100 to 200 pages. One is 
known as the financial book and in- 
cludes: 

1. Inventories—one at the begin- 
ning and one at the close of the year. 

2. Record of receipts and expendi- 
tures of the farm. 

The other book is the labor book 
and includes all the work in connec- 
tion with the farm. There should be 
two distinct columns on the right 
hand side of the page—one for hours 
of man labor and the other for hours 
of horse labor. 

The inventory is a list of all farm 
property, including land, and build- 
ings and farm debts, showing their 
value at the time. It can be written 
in the front of the book, using the left 
hand pages for the first inventory and 
reserving the right hand. pages for 
corresponding values in the second 
inventory. In each book an account 
should be kept with each farm enter- 
prise, as horses, machinery, real 
estate, each cron, etc., and with other 
items as may te found necessary or 
convenient. 

In the financial book, allow enough 
pages for each account. A very good 
estimate can be made by considering 
the amount of business each enter- 
prise is liable to create. Use the left 
hand page of the opened book for ex- 
penditures and the right hand page 
for receipts. 

Index each account with a tag on 
which is written the name of the ac- 
count kept on that page, arranging 
one below the other so all can be 
seen at the same time.

Editorials 


To the oft repeated 
question “What 
breed shall I  se- 
lect?” the journals 
that try to represent all, and there- 
fore, in reality, represent none, reply, 
“Select that breed that you like the 
best.” Manifestly this reply is non- 
committal and can mean very little 
to the inquirer. The factor which 
most often determines liking for a 
dairy breed is that of profit, and this 
requirement demands a ready adapt- 
ability to special conditions. 

The Holstein-Friesian is cosmopoli- 
tan and her excellencies, many. The 
Jersey is a one-quality breed. Her 
distinction is a high percentage of 
butter fat, but this is offset by a com- 
paratively small production of milk 
and diminutive size. Her sister, the 
Guernsey, is characterized by the 
same tendency, but, not quite so pro-

nounced in degree. 
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On the other hand the Holstein- 
Iriesian produces a large quantity of 
milk, showing a normal percentage of 
butterfat which is more finely emul- 
sified than that produced by other 
breeds. On this account the fat does 
not separate so readily as is the case 
with the other breeds, which renders 
it especially well adapted to transpor- 
tation, for city consumption. The 
normal percentage of fat and the 
smallness of the fat globules renders 
this milk more readily digestible and 
assimilable; this, with the high con- 
tent of proteids, especially adapts it 
as a substitute for mother’s milk in 
the rearing of young children. 

It may not be generally known that 
butter fat and milk sugar are readily 
interconvertible “substances in the 
Bovine Laboratory. Investigation 
has shown that in a given quantity of 
milk solids, when the percentage of 
butterfat is high the percentage of 
milk sugar is low, and vice versa. 
Both butterfat and milk sugar being 
carbo-hydrates and interconvertible, 
it follows that there is little difference 
in the production of heat calories, or 
energy, from the consumption of milk 
high in butter fat and low in milk 
sugar, or lower in butter fat and high 
in milk sugar. Of course the protein, 
or nitrogenous content is the more 
important element for growing and 
developing animals, since it is the tis- 
sue-building element. This is not ma- 
terially influenced by the nature of 
the carbo-hydrogen constituent of the 
milk. Thus it will be seen that the 
Holstein-Friesian breed is best fitted 
both by the quantity, and quality of 
her milk in every particular, to sup- 
ply the rapidly increasing city demand 
for raw consumption. 

It sometimes happens, through ig- 
norance of the facts, that municipali- 
ties have discriminated against Hol- 
stein-Friesian milk, by foolish and un- 
just standards, usually in the direc- 
tion of too high a percentage of but- 
terfat. Even with this handicap the 
milk producer can better afford to 
keep Holstein-Friesians than either 
of the high-percent-fat breeds. 

Suppose that a city requires a 4 
per cent fat milk, the milk producer 
cannot afford to produce a 6 per cent 
Jersey milk for a 4 per cent standard 
price. He cannot reduce the percen- 
tage to standard, either by skimming 
or watering, as both of these methods 
are prohibited by law. There is, how- 
ever no law against re-inforcing the 
milk by the addition of cream. If the 
Holstein-Friesian milk falls below the 
standard in butter fat, a small por- 
tion may be skimmed and the cream 
added to the balance to bring it to the 
standard. The skimmed milk will not 
be wasted as it will always be needed 





as a feed for the calves which every 
milk producer should raise, and not 


depend upon purchase to keep his 


milking herd intact.. In the one case 
the producer must sell a 5 or 6 per 
cent milk for a 4 per cent price; in 
the other case, he gets paid for what 
he delivers. 

Of course in such a locality the milk 
producer might keep a mixed herd, 
part Holstein-Friesians and part Jer- 
seys, or Guernseys; but. manifestly 
the better way would be to breed 4 
per cent Holstein-Friesians as it js 
an established fact that many fami- 
lies of the breed will produce milk 
that tests four per cent or better. 

Holstein-Friesians hold all the rec- 
ords for the highest production of 
both milk and butter fat. It there- 
fore needs no argument to prove that 
they are superior producers when but- 
ter and cheese are the products 
sought. 

The production of a large quantity 
of milk of a superior quality for raw 
consumption or for the manufacture 
of butter and cheese, is not the only 
reason why the Holstein-Friesian is 
the most profitable cow for the dairy. 
It sometimes happens that promising 
animals are non-breeders, and fre- 
quently through injury or from 
other cause a good animal ceases to 
be a profitable producer. Besides 
these incidental cases, all members of 
a herd eventually pass the period of 
maximum production and must be 
replaced by younger animals. It is 
characteristic of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian that when she is not giving milk 
she very readily lays on body fat. 
This tendnecy with her generous size, 
often 1,600 lbs. or more, renders her 
especially valuable for beef. She will 
always bring a good price, if not for 
dairy products, then for beef. 

Her calves are large, frequently 
reaching as much as 125 pounds at 
birth. They develop rapidly and 
when not desired for breeding pur- 
poses, make quick and profitable veal. 
The surplus males from Holstein- 
Friesian grades, develop large, grow- 
thy steers, or powerful work animals, 
in those parts of the country where 
oxen are still economically useful. 

Even Holstein-Friesian hides will 
bring double the’ price of the hides of 
the diminutive breeds. Here then is 
set forth a few of the reasons “Why 
Holstein-Friesians?”
